Pro-abortion, 
pro-life forces 
at cathedral

SAN DIEGO — A Nov. 3 rally in support ar former 
University of San Diego professor Dr. Jane Via turned 
into a confrontation between her supporters and members 
of pro-life groups. The demonstration took place in front 
of St. Joseph Cathedral. 

. Nearly 50 Via supporters were met by more than twice 
as many pro-life individuals as they attempted to speak on 
Via’s behalf. Via, one of 97 persons who signed an Oct. 


7, 1984, New York Times ad calling for dialogue on the 


issue of abortion, has been told by Bishop Leo T. Maher 
that she may not speak -at any Church-sponsored 
gathering. 

AS SEVERAL Via supporters, clad in white and 
wearing red veils to cover their faces, attempted to speak, 
pro-life individuals recited the rosary. Several pro-life 
people yelled slogans and waved placards bearing photos 
of aborted fetuses to drown out speakers. 


The gathering became so disorderly that police ordered 
those present to clear the street and sidewalk or face a 
possible citation. Via supporters finally left the area in 
front of the cathedral and crossed the street to continue 
their rally in the Lutheran Social Service parking lot. 


Joan Patton, president of the Right to Life Council of 
San Diego, said the counter-demonstration was not 
organized by any single pro-life group but was made up of 
‘Catholics in right to life groups who support the bishop’s 
stand”’ on the Via issue. Some of those present were Blue 
Army of Our Lady of Fatima members and others were 
Knights of Columbus. 


“YOU CAN’T talk as Via does and call yourself a 
Catholic theologian,’’ 
Patton said, adding that she 
is pleased with the measures 
Bishop Maher has taken in 
the Via matter. 


“*Catholics do disagree on 
many issues,’’ Via said. Of 
those who signed the 
abortion ad, Via said she is 
the only one who has been 
“completely silenced.”’

‘‘The right of dissent”’ is a 
tradition in the New 
Testament, Via said. She 
said the rally was held ‘‘to 
dramatize (this) freedom of 
speech teaching (and) the 
right of Catholics to form 
their conscience in light of 
Church teaching.”’ 


“THEY DON’T know what they’re doing,” 
Josephine A. Giacalone said of the Via supporters as they 
sang a song backing Via. Giacolone said she has led a 
rosary at the cathedral every day to pray for those who 
have had abortions and those who support abortion. 


Francine Sprecco, a former student of Via’s at USD, 
said she is disappointed with Via’s stand because a 
‘“committed Catholic’? would not ‘‘deprive the unborn of 
life. Until they can show that an unborn baby is not 
human,”’ Sprecco will continue to support the Church’s 
teaching on abortion. Via’s supporters, Sprecco said, 
‘tare misrepresenting the Catholic religion.”’ 


Another student of Via’s at USD, Laurie Mikilaycik, 
said ‘‘as Catholics there is no room for discussion’’ on the 
abortion issue. ‘‘It’s black and white.’’ Mikilaycik added 
that, because many of Via’s supporters are Catholic, the 
‘‘saddest thing is that they’re dividing the Church.”’ 


CARMEN BERNAL, state director of Hispanics for 
Social Justice (HSJ), another of the pro-life groups 
present, said her group is ‘‘upset with Father Joe 
Carroll,’ director of the St. Vincent de Paul Center. 
Father Carroll has proposed that Mayor Roger 
Hedgecock ‘‘serve an alternate sentence for crimes of 
which he was convicted, by working at the St. Vincent de 
Paul Center program for the homeless,’’ stated a press 
release from HSJ. 


‘‘Hispanics for Social Justices’ demand is not based on

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the crimes of which Mr. Hedgecock has been accused and 
convicted, but on crimes much more serious: his constant 
support for legalized killing of prenatal babies and of the 
organizations and agencies which engage in and promote 
this killing with public funds,’’ the HSJ press release 
states. Bernal cited the Birth Control Institute and 
Planned Parenthood as examples of agencies supported 
by Hedgecock. 

Bernal said Hispanics for Social Justice, which has 
about 800 members statewide, has written a letter to 
Father Carroll asking him to retract the offer to 
Hedgecock in light of the mayor’s “‘public pro-abortion 
record and public actions.”’ 

FATHER CARROLL said his offer to Hedgecock 
‘<was one of rehabilitation. . . . We’re a Church that is 
supposed to exemplify forgiveness and rehabilitation not 
revenge.”

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The center works ‘‘with the court all the time’’ and has 
placed convicted individuals in community service work 
at St. Vincent’s and SHARE, Father Carroll said. ‘“We 
don’t see the mayor as any different than any (others) 
we’ve helped. The idea is to make a person useful to the ~ 
community,’’ he said. 


Father Carroll said he is not familiar with Hispanics for 
Social Justice and the group did call him for information 
on the community service offer to Hedgecock. 


MAYOR HEDGECOCK’S press secretary, Mel 
Buxbaum, said the ‘‘Mayor will not be making any 
comments about any of those issues’ referred to in 
Hispanics for Social Justice’s letter to Father Carroll. A 
copy of the letter was sent to the mayor and a number of 
others including Bishop Leo T. Maher. 


Advocacy role encouraged 
at Catholic charities meeting 


SAN FRANCISCO (NC) — Resolutions on a farm- 
worker-led boycott of Campbell Soup Co., housing, and 
AIDS were high priorities for delegates at the 71st annual 
convention of the National Conference of Catholic 
Charities Oct. 25-30 in San Francisco. 


Keynote speakers addressed the issues of a just tax 
reform policy, a ‘‘new agenda’’ for the Catholic Church, 
and the church and public policy. 


IN HIS address Jesuit Father William Byron said 
Catholics should campaign for a tax reform plan that 
serves the ‘‘preferential option for the poor’’ even if that 
means higher taxes for the middle class. 


Father Byron, an economist who is president of The 
Catholic University of America, linked advocacy for tax 
reform that favors the poor to the U.S. bishops’ proposed 
pastoral letter on the economy. The proposed pastoral 
lists the ‘‘preferential option for the poor’’ as a main 
element. 


He recommended that the voice of Catholic Charities 
be heard on behalf of the poor and suggested the proposed 
pastoral be translated into advocacy, especially in the 
current debate on tax reform. 


FATHER BYRON gave the talk as a replacement for 
New York Gov. Mario Cuomo, a Democrat and a 
Catholic, who canceled his appearance because of a 
possible special session of the New York Legislature. 


By endorsing a farmworker-led boycott of Campbell 
Soup Co. products, NCCC said it was recognizing the 
basic right of farmworkers to organize and bargain 
collectively. 


The resolution called for NCCC to urge Campbell 
officials to enter into ‘‘good faith negotiations’ with the 
farmworkers’ collective bargaining agent and _ the 
growers. 


THE FARM Labor Organizing Committee, based in 
Toledo, Ohio, organized the boycott in 1979. 


A major policy statement on housing was also 
approved, and the NCCC established a_ national 
commission on housing as a first step to implement it. 


Goals of the commission include: improving advocacy 
on public policy issues related to housing; pooling 
resources and sharing expertise in the field of housing and 
delivery of services; and educating people about housing 
issues. 


THE POLICY statement said the private sector 
should make mortgage money available to low-income 
families and donate services to help alleviate housing 
needs. 


Local governments, NCCC said, should have housing 
codes and zoning regulations that promote decent living 
conditions and social services. 


The federal government, it added, should improve 
existing housing, prevent displacement of poor people, 
and strengthen and enforce exisitng housing laws. 


THE RESOLUTION on AIDS called on the Church 
and all levels of government to ‘‘significantly’’ step up the 
fight against the disease, Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome.

Mass forbidden — Archbishop James A. 
Hickey of Washington has forbidden the 
celebration of Mass at a three-day symposium 
in the archdiocese on ‘Homosexuality, Priest- 
hood, and Religious Life.’’ In a letter to 
priests, deacons, and seminarians, and to the 
communities of religious women and men in 
the Washington archdiocese, Archbishop 
Hickey also urged religious communities that 
have endorsed the meeting to withdraw their 
support. The archbishop’s letter came in 
response to the announcement by New Ways 
Ministry that it would hold the Nov. 8-10 
symposium in suburban Lanham, Md., and 
the organization’s invitation to him to 
celebrate Mass at the symposium. 


Missionary blames U.S. — A U.S. Catholic 
missionary said the United States can 
influence the future of Latin America by being 
sympathetic to the region’s international debt 
difficulties. ‘‘We are so interdependent,”’ said 
Father Michael Gillgannon, 52, a priest of the 
Kansas City-St. Joseph Diocese who has 
worked in Bolivia for 11 years. He charged 
that the United States allows Latin American 
governments to ‘‘flounder with their debt 
problems, so the governments have no real 
decision-making power about the future of 
their own countries.’’ 


NCCC endorses boycott — The National 
Conference of Catholic Charities endorsed a 
farmworker-led boycott of Campbell Soup Co. 
products with a_ resolution approved by 
delegates to its 71st annual convention in San 
Francisco. Delegates to the October 
convention also approved a major policy 
statement on housing. Father Thomas 


Harvey, NCCC executive director, said that 
by endorsing the boycott Catholic Charities 
was recognizing the basic right of farmworkers 
to organize and bargain collectively. 


Cardinal improving — Cardinal Agostino 
Casaroli, Vatican secretary of state, was 
expected to make a full recovery from the fall 
he suffered Oct. 23 and the consequent 
removal of his spleen, doctors at Cabrini 
Medical Center in New York said. Cardinal 
Casaroli is shown above addressing the U.N. 
General Assembly during the U.N.’s 40th 
anniversary observance. At a press conference 
hospital personnel said they foresaw ‘‘no 
impairment’ of his ability to carry out the 
extensive worldwide travels and other duties of 
his office. They said that after leaving the 
hospital Cardinal Casaroli, 70, would stay in 
New York for follow-up treatment about a 
week before returning to Rome, 


Mother Teresa at UN — Nobel Peace Prize 
laureate Mother Teresa told a film premiere 
audience at the United Nations that abortion is 
the ‘‘greatest destroyer of peace’’ and urged 
nations to repeal laws allowing the practice. 
“If we really want peace,’’ she said, ‘‘we must 
make a resolution that in our country there 
should be not a single unwanted, unloved 
person. The terrible law of killing a child must 
be removed from all countries.’’ The 75-year- 
old nun, noted for her work among the world’s 
poorest people, spoke to 1,000 diplomats, 
church dignitaries, and show business 
celebrities at the blue-and-gold hall of the 
U.N. General Assembly for the world 
premiere of a movie about her life. She said the 
world is frightened by nuclear destruction but 
was not afraid of ‘‘destroying a child.’’ 
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have criticized ‘‘silence’’ among Italy’s 
Catholics concerning abortion and divorce and 
have attacked the practice of euthanasia. 
“Abortion is not a way, euthanasia is not a 
way,’ the bishops said in a statement at the 
end of the October meeting of the Permanent 
Council of the Italian bishops’ conference in 
Rome.. They also said: ‘‘We denounce the 
silence that continues to grow in Italian society 
and public opinion about abortion and 
divorce.”’ 


Decisive cuts needed — The Holy See has 
called for ‘‘decisive’’ cuts in nuclear arms 
stocks and said ‘‘no changes in strategic 
doctrines or policy can replace the necessity for 
such reductions.’’ Sister Marjorie Keenan, a 
member of the Holy See Observer Mission to 
the United Nations, told the political 
committee of the U.N. General Assembly in 
October that the Vatican repeatedly has called 
for concrete steps toward ‘‘disarmament under 
effective international control.”’

Guam bishop dies — Archbishop Felixberto 
C. Flores of Agana, Guam, the island’s first 
native bishop and first archbishop, died at 
Mossett General Hospital in San Francisco 
Oct. 25, two hours after heart bypass surgery. 
He was 64. His body was to be returned to 
Guam after a memorial Mass in St. Mary’s 
Cathedral, San Francisco, Oct. 31. Arch- 
bishop Flores had undergone the surgery to 
improve his physical condition in preparation 
for a second kidney transplant operation. He 
had an unsuccessful kidney transplant in 1984. 
Guam, largest and southernmost of the 
Mariana Islands in the Pacific, is a self- 
governing U.S. territory.

LA JOLLA — Catholic evangelization 
entered a new era in San Diego County 
Oct. 6 with the airing of ‘‘Let’s Praise 
Jesus,’’ a daily program on KTTY, 
Channel 69. 


That Sunday morning Jaime Garcia, 
lay director of the Diocesan Charismatic 
Renewal Center (DCRC), his wife, 
Angela, and David Leon, TV ministry 
coordinator, co-hosted the 9 a.m. 
program, which featured Dr. Rhonda 
Chervin, a philosophy professor at 
Loyola/Marymount University in Los 
Angeles. A Jew by nationality, the former 
atheist shared her conversion to the 
Catholic Church while visiting the 
Vatican. 


OTHER HOUR-LONG programs 
sponsored by DCRC are aired at 11 p.m. 
Monday through Friday. 


The idea began when DCRC was 
preparing for last April’s FIRE rally. 
‘“The Holy Spirit prompted us to work 
for unity in the Church . . . and to bring 
inactive Catholics into full participation,” 
Leon said. 


During three months of negotiations 
with TV_ network personnel, Leon was 
quoted costs from $3,500 to $15,000 for 
one-half hour of time. Then, following 
‘*hours and days of prayer,’’ Christian 
Communications Network (CCN) leased 
a total of 5 1/2 hours of time six days a 
week for about $3.25 an hour. 


““CCN’s COOPERATION is a 
blessing,’’ he said,’’ adding that it evoked 
anti-Catholic 


criticism from some 
viewers. 
The content focuses on ‘‘God’s

presence in His people,’’ some of whom 


are identified with various movements in 
the Church,’’ Leon said. 


Another goal of the TV ministry is to 
familiarize viewers with various parishes 
throughout the diocese and with clergy, 
religious, and laity ministering in them. 
The Nov. 3 program showed Mary Star 
of the Sea Church and the DCRC facility 
across the street in La Jolla. 


EACH PROGRAM aired on Sundays, 
Wednesdays, and Fridays will feature the 
testimony of a local lay Catholic and a 
priest’s or deacon’s instruction, 
“evangelistic in nature with a clear 
emphasis on the truths of Catholicism,” 
Leon explained. 


Local programs are produced by CCN 
at Christian Faith Centre in La Jolla. 
Speakers scheduled during November are 
evangelists Ralph Martin, Father John 
Bertolucci, Mother Angelica, Father 
Robert MacDougall, Charlie Osburn, 
and Father Michael Manning. (See 
schedule on page 12.) 

Mother Angelica and Father Bertolucci 
were mentioned most often by Catholic 
TV producers as evangelists with large 
audiences. DCRC contacted producers in 
nearly 40 major U.S. cities. 


IS CATHOLIC television an effective 
evangelistic tool? 


Cardinal John O’Connor of New York 
recently told a group of Catholic broad- 
casters that more viewers can see him in a 
30-second television spot than the total 
number of people who saw Jesus during 
His 33 years on earth. 


Catholic television ‘‘is not and never 
will be an electronic church,’’ Mother 
Angelica said during a recent New York 
press conference. Noting that it cannot 


replace the parish, the liturgy, or the 
sacraments, she added, ‘‘It is merely a 
tool to aid the parishes in reaching out to 
the people.’’ Mother Angelica is founder 
of the Eternal Word Television Network 
(EWTN) located in Birmingham, Ala. 


‘‘TELEVISION IS a way of reaching 
people who might never step inside a 
church,’’ Father Ralph Weishaar, 
diocesan vicar for charismatic renewal, 
said. 

Feedback received from viewers 
indicate the programs are having an 
impact. 

Viewers are encouraged to telephone 
their comments and prayer requests.

Callers who ask what Catholic church 
they can attend have been referred to 15 
parishes, Leon said. 


OTHERS EXPRESS an interest in 
the changes in the Catholic Church. Most 
of them ask prayers for needs such as 
illnesses, drug and alcohol dependency, 
and problems related to abortions, child 
abuse, suicide, and battered women, 
Garcia said. 


Telephone volunteers refer these callers 
to Catholic Community Services or other 
appropriate agencies and pray with them. 
A prayer ministry team also prays two 
hours a day for all prayer requests 
received.

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Abortion: ultimate form of child abuse 


Abortion is the most violent form of child abuse. Today, the 
world faces a new holocaust involving the mounting slaughter of 
unborn babies. Our holy father, Pope John Paul II, has stated 
again and again that abortion is an unspeakable crime against 
humanity. Abortion is a fundamental issue of human rights. 


We must assist all people to understand that the protection of 
human life is not a peculiar religious practice. We must assist 
them in affirming that no right of privacy can be used as a legal 
license to kill. Freedom of choice cannot include the legal 
toleration of such killing. We must work to restore justice. 


Abortion is fundamentally wrong and the greatest evil in our 
society. Our voices must echo the words Pope John Paul II 
uttered within sight of the Capitol on Oct. 7, 1979: ‘‘When the 
sacredness of life before birth is attacked, we will stand up and 
proclaim that no one ever has the authority to destroy unborn 
human Ifie.”’ 


The right to life is at the heart of all morality, and morality is 
the ultimate foundation of legality. Abortion is a justice issue. All 
citizens in a democratic society are obliged to use the democratic 
process to work for justice for all. 


We uphold the right of the unborn to life, not as a sectarian 
doctrine, but as a right essential for the good of secular society 
itself. To assert and defend this right no more enshrines one 
religious viewpoint than do laws against murder, child abuse, 
racial discrimination, or pornography, which is a seduction of 
society. 


No commitment to promote other human rights can outweigh 
a refusal to help end legalized killing of the innocent and helpless 
unborn child. Abortion is the ultimate form of child abuse. 


Today we are aghast at child abuse. People are being 
sentenced to prison for it. Why not similar treatment for the 
ultimate child abuse? 


Mother Teresa of Calcutta spoke to the U.N. on its 40th 
anniversary in these words: ‘‘Abortion is the greatest destroyer of 
peace. The terrible law of killing a child must be removed from 
all countries.’’ 


Abortion in particular blunts a sense of sacredness of human 
life. Abortion is a violent and lethal act that destroys the life of 
the unborn child. That is why the Church’s moral condemnation 
of abortion goes back to its earliest days. 


Indeed, the Church’s prohibition of direct abortion not only 
has remained firm but also has become more forceful and more 
specific as science has helped us to appreciate the existence of 
human life from the moment of conception. 


It is said: ‘‘Apathy toward evil is man’s greatest sin.’’ This is 
. “Be y . . . 8 
especially true in continuous killing of the unborn. 


A Catholic who chooses to dissent from this teaching, or to 
support dissent from it, is dissenting not only from church law 
but also from a higher law that the Church seeks to observe and 
teach. Such dissent can in no way be seen as legitimate 
alternative teaching. 

All Catholics have the awesome responsibility of 
understanding this message more clearly and communicating it 
to others so that all God’s children may have life and have it more 
abundantly.

Co-eternal Son of God 


The following is the Vatican text of Pope John Paul II’s remarks in 
English at his weekly general audience in St. Peter’s Square Oct. 30. 


Dear brothers and sisters, 


Having spoken in the past few weeks about the fatherhood of 
God, I begin today some reflections on the divine sonship. Jesus 
Christ, in revealing the Father, also made known his own 
identity as the co-eternal Son of God, who is one in substance 
with the Father. This revelation of Christ was confirmed by the 
testimony of the Father on various occasions. For example, 
during Christ’s baptism by John in the River Jordan, a voice was 
heard from heaven, saying: ‘‘This is my beloved Son, with 
whom I am well pleased.’’ 


The mission of Christ to reveal the Father and to manifest his 
own identity as the Son was not without difficulty. One obstacle 
derived from the strictly monotheistic mentality of His listeners, 
a mentality formed over the centuries in the struggle of the 
Jewish people against polytheism. In the face of such difficulties, 
Jesus spoke in clear and unequivocal terms. He said: ‘‘I 
proceeded and came forth from God; I came not of my own 
accord, but He sent me.’’ In another place, we read: ‘‘I and the 
Father are one.’’ 


The witness that Christ bore to the Father and to His own 
identity as the divine Son ultimately led to His death on the cross. 
It is with great reverence and love, therefore, that we say, 
together with St. Peter: ‘‘You are the Christ, the Son of the 
living God.”’

_ Seeking full unity in Christ 


During a recent homily given at the weekend Masses of a local 
parish, I explained that working and praying for the restoration 
of Christian unity is not an option but an obligation for all members 
of the Church. 


After one of the Masses, a gentleman asked: ‘‘Is the Holy 
Father really behind all this?’’ 


Pope John Paul II had recently visited the headquarters of the 
World Council of Churches, so I suggested that he read the Holy 
Father’s address given in Geneva, Switzerland, June 12, 1984. 
That address assures us that the restoration of Christian unity is 
still very much on the Church’s official agenda. 


The pope repeatedly has indicated his interest in ecumenism. 
In an exchange of letters with Bishop James Crumley, Jr., 
president of the Lutheran Church in America, the pope clearly 
endorses the Lutheran-Catholic dialogue in the United States. 


In his letter of July 22, 1985, the Holy Father pointed to the 
progress being made in the ecumenical movement in the United 
States, saying that this progress is important for Catholics 
because one of the principal concerns of the Second Vatican 
Council was the restoration of Christian unity. 


The pope added: ‘‘This task continues as a priority in the 
Catholic Church today. It is a primary concern of mine, 


_ especially since being called to the See of Peter, which by its very 


nature exists to serve the unity of Christ’s Church.’’ 


Explaining that the Second Vatican Council viewed the 
ecumenical movement as truly ‘‘fostered by the grace of the Holy 
Spirit,’’ Pope John Paul wrote: ‘‘The manifestations of this grace 
can be seen in the various ways in which unity is taking shape 
among Christians.”’ 


Looking to the future, the pope continued: ‘‘...As we 
approach the 21st century, perhaps we can see this time as a new 
occasion of grace. Another stage of history unfolding before us 
offers opportunities to leave behind the vestiges of hostility and 
misunderstanding that are the heritage of the millennium now 
coming to aclose. . . . Can we not aim, therefore, at making the 
dawn of the third millennium the beginning of a special time for 
seeking full unity in Christ? It is my prayer that this will be so.’’

When kids are more 


‘For years, I’ve been hearing painful stories from 
parents whose children have ‘“‘left’’ the Church or become 
non-practicing Catholics. Now I am hearing a new 
complaint from parents: their young adults are taking 
their religion too seriously. They are more Christian or 
more Catholic than their parents and this seems to be 
unsettling. 


Often parents perceive an implied criticism that they 
are passive or nominal in their faith, that they didn’t 
nurture enough faith experiences in the home and that 
they aren’t really committed to their faith or they would 
be living it more fully. 


ONE PARENT reported that their 26-year-old was 
appalled that his parents hadn’t read either of the bishops’ 
pastorals on peace or on the economy. ‘‘How can you call 
yourself Catholic and not even care what’s being 
written?”’ he asked. The sting of this is nearly as painful 
as that of earlier parents who worried about their children 
losing the family faith. 


I wasn’t surprised, therefore, to read in a New York 
Times article last April: ‘‘With an upsurge of religious 
zeal among young people, a number of parents are 
perplexed and sometimes pained by their children’s 
devotion — not to another religion, but to the family’s 


Our Christian Way of Life _

It is always interesting and stimulating to notice how, 
to a reasonably aware Christian, all experiences lead back 
to the Gospels and the Word of God. Everything relates 
— or can be related — to the ancient moral laws that 
come to us through the books of Deuteronomy and 
Leviticus to lie at the heart of the Christian way of life. 


“You must love the Lord, your God, with your whole 
heart and with your whole soul’’ and ‘‘you must love your 
neighbor as yourself.’’ This is what James in his epistle, 
calls ‘‘freedom’s ideal law.’’ The one who lives by this 
law, he adds, will be blest in whatever he does. 


EVEN IF we disassociate it from its religious 
foundation — for those who believe they have no faith in 
God — freedom’s ideal law is still one that demands love 
for one another. Yet, most of the time, when we speak of 
finding personal freedom, it is in an almost completely 
selfish context. 


All of this came to mind after a discussion on the 
current movie ‘‘Plenty.’’ It tells the story of a woman 
and, to a lesser degree, a man she met briefly during their 
service in the French Resistance during World War I, 
and their gradual disintegration in the years following the 
war. Their inability to adjust to the less-than-clear-cut 
issues and behavioral oddities of peacetime existence 
spawns impulses that are destructive both to themselves 
and to their relationships with other people.

traditional faith. Many of these children, in turn, are 
distressed by their parents’ failure to understand that 
religion is providing values they felt were missing from 
their upbringing.”’ 

A parent wrote me recently of this phenomena. *‘I tried 
so hard to get family prayer going in our family, but the 
kids fought it all the way. Now my 24-year-old daughter 
has become active in the R.C.I.A. and tells me I don’t 
know what it is to be Catholic.”’ 


A FATHER said that his son informed him that he is 
“recapturing his heritage,’’ and learning Catholic 
doctrine ‘‘for the first time.’’ This from a young man 
whose dad drilled him on doctrinal answers for tests in his 
12 years of Catholic schooling. ‘‘He makes me feel as if 
I’m not a Catholic,’’ the dad said. 


In a column on this paradox, Dr. Howard Halpern 
wrote that its reality is being felt among parents.of many 
faiths. Jewish and Protestant young people are evidencing 
an accusatory role, blaming their parents for insufficient 
faith development in their childhood and expressing 
delight in discovering that their own tradition holds more 
satisfying answers to their questions than they had 
believed while growing up. 


They are relieved to find established ethical guideposts. 


In an interview the woman is asked what she was 
fighting for in the Resistance. ‘‘For-freedom,’’ she 
replies. 


NO ONE ASKED the next question: ‘‘Freedom from 
what?’’ Perhaps no one felt it necessary. 


During wartime the struggle is for freedom from the 
enemy, whoever that might be. Freedom, however, is 
more than merely physical. The deeper issue of freedom 
from fear is never engaged so that, after all the victory 
parades, fear still impels us to hide from ourselves and 
recoil from threat, wherever we perceive it. 


Unacknowledged and unresolved fears can do terrible 
things to us and to those who give us their love, for we 
cannot allow ourselves to risk truly reciprocal relation- 
ships. We need to retain control, to feel able to disengage 
when the demands of ongoing relationship appear. Fear 
causes us to disassociate ourselves from anything that may 
cause pain or threaten our self-protectiveness. Of course, 
that means we will never feel completely free to give 
ourselves in love. 


IN TIME, not being able to love — or more correctly, 
the refusal to allow oneself to love — is always destructive, 
and never more than to ourselves. We are drawn once 
again therefore, to the ideal law of freedom that God has 
tried throughout salvation history to deposit among His 
people, and which we, on the whole, treat in so cavalier a 
manner. 


Catholic than their parents 


When contronted with this kind of situation, which can be 
unsettling, Dr. Halpern suggests the following tips for 
parents: 

1. Never forget that it is more important to keep your 
relationship with your child open, intact, and loving than 
to score points in a religious debate. 


2. Listen to children and find out why they are doing it. 
Convey great respect and acceptance of their sincerity. 


3. Respect your child’s fundamental right to choose a 
path different from yours. 


4. Debating religious differences can be stimulating, 
but don’t ridicule or put down. 


THE ABOVE apply to the grown-up children as well 
but Halpern adds to others for them: 


5. Don’t fling your religion in your parents’ faces. If 
you do, it has more to do with your unresolved anger and 
rebellion than with anything religious and spiritual. To be 
independent and on your own requires finding your own 
path, not attacking their path or bringing them to yours. 


6. Respect your parents’ right not to believe the way 
you do. Don’t try to convert them. It is enough that they 
respect your right to choose your way even though they 
disagree with it. 


Freedom’s ideal law based on God’s word 


Perhaps I am simplistic in seeing fear at the root of self- 
ishness, but I don’t think so. Nor do I believe it is too 
broad a statement to declare selfishness as the root of evil. 
I am continually struck by the way the two themes, which 
in effect are one, are repeated over and over again in 
Scripture. They are really all that Jesus had to say to us. 
Do not fear. Love God and one another. 


He spoke of the ramifications of these commandments 
with enough parables and variety to fill more books than 
the world itself could hold, but the key words were “‘love”’ 
and ‘‘trust.’’ When we have finished defining love and 
trust, we are still left with compassion, forgiveness, faith, 
self-donation, and the perception of a goal beyond 
ourselves and our own lives. 


IT WAS, I thought, a sad movie. A pathetic life story, 
but no sadder nor pathetic than reality, than human 
history. So much potential for love goes unrealized; so 
much unclaimed; so much possible happiness denied. If it 
were not for God’s relentless pursuit of us and His infinite 
offering of love, where would we be? 


We need help to defeat the enemy within and find our 
freedom. God knows that, and from before time He 
prepared the weapons we need and has offered them un- 
ceasingly. They are the real ‘‘Plenty’’ and we Christians 
the most fortunate and well-equipped of freedom fighters. 
That doesn’t leave much excuse. 


Catholic scholars discover common ground 


J. Anthony Lukas’s widely celebrated new book about 
the racial trouble in Boston during the 1970s is called 
Common Ground. Its title will serve as the theme for this 
week’s essay. 


I just received the September issue of the newsletter 
distributed by the Fellowship of Catholic Scholars, an 
organization with a strongly conservative reputation. The 
issue is devoted almost entirely to the forthcoming extra- 
ordinary synod of bishops, which convenes on Nov. 25. 


THE EDITORS of the newsletter had distributed, on 
a random basis among its members, a copy of the 13 
questions that the Synod Secretariat had sent to each of 
the Church’s episcopal conferences. 


Essentially, the bishops had been asked to assess the 
impact of Vatican II in their own countries. To what 
extent has the council been a positive force? To what 
extent has it been a negative force? What can be done to 
maximize the positive results and to minimize, if not 
eliminate, the negative results? 


The Fellowship of Catholic Scholars Newsletter 
reprints in its September issue some excerpts of the 
responses it received from its own members. 


AS SOMEONE familiar with the organization might 
have expected, there is some measure of dissatisfaction 
expressed over various post-conciliar developments in the 
Catholic Church, e.g., dissent against official teachings, 
moral permissiveness, a decline in vocations to the 
religious life. : 


Some scapegoating has occurred where things have not 
gone well, and the fault lies with ‘‘disloyal theologians 
and compliant bishops.’’ However, it would be a mistake 
to fecus only on those sorts of points. Our instincts should 


be to find ‘‘common ground”’ rather than a battlefield. 


One is struck, for example, by the frequency with 
which ecumenism was mentioned in a positive way: 
‘“Catholics and non-Catholics have much greater respect 
for one another’s faith and are willing to share even in 
worship services to the extent that they can, without going 
directly against their own doctrinal commitments.” 


FAVORABLE REFERENCES to ecumenism 
appeared even in the midst of otherwise strongly negative 
assessments of the post-conciliar period: ‘‘In some 
measure, the council produced a greater readiness to talk 
with non-Catholics and a greater readiness on their part 
to consider the Church in an unprejudiced way.”’ 


The only positive item mentioned more frequently than 
ecumenism had to do with the renewed importance of the 
Bible in prayer, religious education, moral theology, the 
activity of study groups, and preaching. 

‘*Positively,’? one wrote, ‘“‘there has been a greater 
interest in the Bible as a source of instruction and 
inspiration among the faithful.”’ 

THE THIRD most frequently mentioned positive 
result of the council has been the deepened understanding 


of, and participation in, the liturgy. (The liturgy ~ 


appeared on many lists of complaints as well.) One 
mentioned the increase in frequent Communion. Another 
cited the use of the vernacular as ‘‘a great boon, (which) 
lays the foundation for real spiritual development, much 
of which is already taking place.”’ 


Significantly, three respondents applauded the 
disappearance of scrupulosity, even as some of their 
fellow members were deploring the decline in a sense of 
sin. The comments about scrupulosity, however, were 


particularly insightful, but they can be fully appreciated 
only by those who lived in those days. 


‘Few people fret for hours about minutiae. This is a 
healthy development,’’ one declared. ‘‘Consciences may 
be less informed, but at least they are not as deformed.”’ 


ANOTHER REFERRED to the phenomenon as the 
disappearance of Jansenism and of ‘‘needless rigidities.”’ 
A third characterized pre-conciliar scrupulosity as 
‘“psychopathic.”’ 

Other respondents wrote approvingly of the closer 
connection that now seems to exist between belief and 
practice, especially in the area of the Church’s social 
teachings. (Again, others placed the emphasis on social 
doctrine in the negative, not the positive, column). 


‘‘Catholics are more conscious after the council of the 
intimate relationship between one’s belief and one’s 
practice,’” one member observed. ‘‘In the areas of 
personal spirituality, personal moral life, family life, 
social life, business life, and political life, people are more 
embarrassed if the one is not normative of the others.”’ 


SCATTERED VOTES appeared for the more honest 
and healthier handling of marriage cases, better 
consultation on the part of bishops and religious 
superiors, and the renewed emphasis on the dignity of the 
human person. 


Perhaps there is more ‘“‘common ground’’ between 
liberal and conservative groups within the Church than 
we usually acknowledge. We ought to keep searching for 
it, in any case. 

In the meantime, wouldn’t it be interesting to get some 
of these respondents from the Fellowship of Catholic 
Scholars talggng-te-one another?

When the Second Vatican Council issued its Decree on 
the Apostolate of the Laity, that ringing call for lay 
participation in the life and mission of the Church was 
almost universally hailed as long overdue. 


The first conciliar document in church history devoted 
specifically to the laity, Apostolicam Actuositatem, as it 
was called in Latin, was passed by the council Nov. 18, 
1965. 


“CHRIST CONFERRED on the apostles and their 
successors the duty of teaching, sanctifying, and ruling in 
his name and power,’’ the decree says. ““The laity, too, 
share in the priestly, prophetic, and royal office of Christ 
and therefore have their own role to play in the mission of 
the whole people of God in the Church and in the 
world. . . . Incorporated into Christ’s Mystical Body 
through baptism and strengthened by the power of the 
Holy Spirit through confirmation, they are assigned to 
the apostolate by the Lord Himself.’’ 


The focus that Vatican II placed on the laity in the 
Church is, in one sense, shown more clearly by what was 
removed from the laity decree than by what was left in. 


In its first draft before the council, the laity decree was 
far more comprehensive in scope. During the council’s 
first session in 1962, the bishops gathered in Rome 
removed more than half of the draft to put it into other 
documents that would have been incomplete otherwise. 


IT WAS decided that the main theological treatment of 
the place of the laity in the Church had to come in the 
Dogmatic Constitution on the Church, where chapters on 
the people of God and the laity were central. The lay role 
of witnessing the Gospel in temporal affairs was reserved 
for treatment in the landmark Pastoral Constitution on 
the Church in the Modern World. Lay missionary 
activity was moved to the mission decree, the lay

ecumenical role to the ecumenism decree, lay liturgical 
ministry to the liturgy constitution, lay teaching and 
communications apostolates to the documents on 
Christian education and the communications media. 


What was left for the laity decree itself was a study of 
the lay apostolate. By itself the document challenged all 
Catholic lay people to take far greater responsibility for 
the Church’s life and mission. In conjunction with other 
Vatican II documents, its call for all Catholics to live and 
spread the Gospel constituted the central challenge of the 
council. 


Church, world relations 


By far the longest, and easily one of the most 
important, most remembered and most quoted 
documents of the Second Vatican Council was Gaudium 
et Spes, the Pastoral Constitution on the Church in the 
Modern World. 


With its opening words it definitively reversed a 
centuries-old ‘‘fortress’’ mentality of Catholic separation 
from, almost disdain for, the world: 


“THE JOYS and the hopes, the griefs and the 
anxieties of the men of this age, especially those who are 
poor or in any way afflicted, these too are the joys and 
hopes, the griefs and anxieties of the followers of Christ. 
Indeed, nothing genuinely human fails to raise an echo in 
their hearts. ... This community (of the Church) 
realizes that it is truly and intimately linked with mankind 
and its history.’’ 

Gaudium et Spes was formally passed only on the last 
working day of the council, Dec. 7, 1965. It was, in its 
own words, the attempt of the council ‘‘to explain to 
everyone how it conceives the presence and activity of the 
Church in the world today.’’ 
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Laity urged to assume role in church life 


Just the bare mention of all topics treated by the 
23,000-word document would form a lengthy list. Some 
of the issues for which it is a major resource of church 
teaching are: human dignity, freedom, person, 
community, social justice, sin, death, technological 
advance and rapid social change, marriage, conjugal 
love, family life and responsibilities, culture, education, 
economic activity, work, leisure, stewardship, private 
property, political participation, church and state, citizen- 
ship, government, international relations, war, peace, the 
arms race, development of poorer nations, international 
organizations and law in a new world order, population, 
dialogue as a means of conflict resolution. 


IT WAS, in short, a general framework or overview 
document for Catholic social teaching. 


The reference in the document’s opening sentence to 
“especially those who are poor’’ was the modern starting 
point, though it clearly draws on scriptural themes, of 
what has come to be called the Church’s “preferential 
option for the poor.’’ 


Its declaration that the Church has a “duty of 
scrutinizing the signs of the times and of interpreting 
them in the light of the Gospel’’ has become one of those 
axioms penetrating so deeply into church life that it is 
hard today to imagine a different way for the Church to 
approach any problem or issue. 


Stress test studies 


SAN DIEGO — The Centre for Stress Studies of San 
Diego, in the Mercy Medical Building, is one of eight 
centers nationwide that will.conduct a year-long study ofa 
drug to alleviate depression. The drug may also be taken 
without injury by those suffering from irregular heart- 
beats. 


The centre’s staff seeks mildly depressed subjects who 
have been clinically diagnosed as having cardiac 
arrhythmias, said Dr. Donald O’Hair, a centre staff 
member. 


PATIENTS WITH irregular heartbeats often become 
depressed over their condition, O’Hair said. Until now, 
anti-depressive medications have been used with extreme 
caution because of negative side. effects. The FDA- 
approved drug, DESYREL, made by Mead Johnson, will 
be used in the double-blind study. 


Potential subjects will first be interviewed about their 
depression symptoms and then by a board-certified 
internist. Those selected to participate in the study will 
receive free physical examinations and_ electro- 
cardiograms.

CLAIREMONT — While working with the sick in 
Kansas City, Mo., about eight years ago, Benedictine 
Sister Paula Thompson, now prioress of the Benedictine 
Convent here, enrolled in a clown class at the University 
of Missouri in Kansas City because ‘‘being a clown has a 
value in healing.”’ 


Since then, Sister Thompson has donned her clown 
attire and make-up for parties and gatherings of her 
religious community. 

HER ‘‘EXPERIENCE as a clown is not much 
different from being a Sister,’’ she said while dressed in 
her black and white polka-dotted clown outfit and 
sporting a green wig. ‘‘People look at you funny”’ 
whether you’re in ‘a nun’s habit or in a clown 
outfit . . . as if you ‘““belong in a zoo.”’ 


Sister Thompson enjoys being a clown because it gives 
her the opportunity to ‘‘look at the world upside down.”’ 


‘‘Life is so serious. I look around at people’’ and notice 
that everyone’s out to make a good salary but they don’t 
want to work hard, Sister said 


“SO MANY things in our culture need to be seen in a 
different way — upside down,’ the prioress_ said. 
‘‘Everything has to be so logical and so reasoned’’ in 
today’s world. ‘‘I’m not saying order isn’t a value but 
sometimes we sacrifice people for order or to keep the 
system running smoothly.’’ She believes we need more 
compassion in our society. 


Sister Thompson has chosen ‘‘La Flaquita’’ (the skinny 


one) as her clown name. The name means she “‘can’t 
throw her weight around. If you’re really a clown you 
don’t use your power to throw your weight around,’’ she 
explained. 


“‘Christ was a clown in many ways. He turned the 
world upside down,’’ Sister Thompson said, adding that 
‘‘quite a bit has been written about Christ as a clown. 


“(WE TAKE everyone not so seriously except our- 
selves. We’re so serious about ourselves,’’ she said. ‘“We 
have to get rid of this pompousness and arrogance about 
ourselves’’ and learn to laugh at life. 


“‘T believe in life. Life is something that is bubbling and 
effervescent. God is on the side of life,’’ Sister Thompson 
said. 

‘People with vision give (us) a feeling of hope. I’m sick 
of the gloom and doom people. I don’t give a hoot”’ about 
the dire predictions being made about the world ‘‘because 
God is going to take care of us. We’re not saving the 


“Church — Jesus is.’’ That is what salvation means, she 


said. 

“THE CLOWN is a symbol of the resurrection,”’ 
Sister Thompson, explained. A clown’s white face 
represents death and the color make-up painted over it 
symbolizes life. 
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‘Your image fades away’’ when you are a clown, she 
said. ‘‘It’s very troubling for some (people) to lose their 
image.”’ 

Her clowning does not bother the other 35 Sisters who 
reside at the Benedictine Convent, Sister Thompson said. 
Most regard her as a ‘‘spontaneous person’’ and are 
‘never surprised’’ at what she does. 


SISTER LUPITA Barrajas, communication director 


for the convent, said clowning ‘‘fits’’ the prioress. “‘She’s 
got the personality for it.”’ 


When Sister Barrajas first saw Sister Thompson in her 
clown suit she ‘‘started laughing.’’ The prioress asked 
what was wrong and Sister Barrajas replied ‘‘nothing. 
You’re a clown and you’re supposed to laugh at clowns.”’

As for the rest of the Benedictine community, Sister 
Thompson said some Sisters agree with her clowning and 
others do not. One superior said she ‘‘didn’t like my 
devotion to clowns but to each his own.”’ 


ANOTHER BENEDICTINE Sister living in Phoenix 
has also taken up clowning, Sister Thompson said. The 
Phoenix Sister works in pastoral ministry and has found 
clowning to be effective with children, she added. 


Clowning can also help heal adults, she said. ‘‘It helps 
people get in touch with their brokenness and say it’s okay 
(not) to have it together all the time. It makes people feel 
acceptable’’ and helps them accept their imperfections.

Sister Thompson does not often dress as a clown. She 
dons her outfit for parties and at Easter when neighbor- 
hood children come to the convent for an Easter egg hunt. 


DURING AN American Benedictine Prioresses 
meeting in Beachgrove, Fla., recently, she and another 
Sister dressed as clowns for an April Fool’s Day Mass. 
The two processed up the aisle with the priest celebrant. 
Sister Thompson was the happy clown and the other nun 
was the sad clown. At the Offertory ‘‘I carried balloons up 
and she carried plastic roses.”’ 


Some members of her community enjoyed having the 
clowns at Mass while others did not, she said. ‘“‘It’s a 
mixture. Some wanted to laugh while others wanted to 
cryw 

Sister Thompson has been given many clown statues by 
people who have discovered her affection for them. The 
clowns, some of which are musical, adorn shelves in her 
bedroom. She takes one of them, a “‘punching clown,”’ to 
her community’s council meetings, she joked. 


SEVERAL CLOWNS and a clown prayer may also be 
found in Sister’s office. The prayer begins ‘‘Dear Lord, 
help me to create more laughter than tears, dispense more 
happiness than gloom, spread more cheer than despair.” 
Although she doesn’t often recite it, she does try to live 
out its message. 

Being a-clown ‘“‘breaks down barriers. It’s a wonderful 
way to reach out. Young kids like it and it gives older 
people a sense of youth,”’ the prioress said. 


Sister Thompson took her final vows in 1951, 34 years 
ago. ‘‘I’ve been in long enough to know better’’ she says 
regarding her clowning, ‘‘but if I had to do it over again, 
I would do the same thing.”’ 
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Mexican youth help victims of earthquake

SAN DIEGO — A relatively new 
organization for youth, Gente Nueva, has 
been instrumental in distributing food 
and supplies to Mexico City’s September 
earthquake victims. 


Jose: Avalos, who founded Gente Nueva 
(New People), and Richardo Artigas, a 
member, were in San Diego last week to 
attend a reception for these who have 
been involved in the relief effort. The 
reception was held at SHARE’s local 
warehouse. : 


SHARE (Self-Help and Resource 
Exchange) and other San Diego groups 
have been working together to send food 
and other needed items to earthquake 
victims. These shipments have been 
delivered in Mexico City to Gente Nueva. 


During an interview with the Southern 
Cross, Avalos described the unique 
program he is promoting for Mexico’s 
young people. 

Members of Gente Nueva average 19 
years of age. They work together in 
several capacities, engaging in active 
social participation while discussing 
together how best to integrate their moral 
values with their work. Gente Nueva runs 
TV and radio stations. They produce 
music and promote at least one band. 


AVALOS RECALLED that a chance 
meeting with Mother Teresa of Calcutta 
in 1982, at the second International 


Congress of the Americas in Alcapulco, 
Mexico, was the inspiration for starting 
the organization. Mother Teresa told him 
she felt there was a lack of youth 
organizations devoted primarily to 
promoting spiritual and moral values. 


Avalos began Gente Nueva shortly after 
that meeting. It has since grown to 
international proportions, with groups in 
Mexico, Spain, Peru, and other 
countries. 


One of Gente Nueva’s primary functions 
is to help develop their country 
economically through social work. Father 
Torres, a priest in the Archdiocese of 
Mexico City, had witnessed Gente Nueva’s 
integrity in social action. It was through 
Father Torres that SHARE was 
introduced to the young people. 


AT THE height of the Mexican 
disaster, Gente Nueva volunteers prepared 
9,000 meals a day at 26 shelters around 
Mexico City. Some of the food was 
donated by San Diegans and delivered to 
Mexico City via SHARE and PSA. 


“SHARE created a spirit of intensive 
love and caring’’ and the volunteers were 
a “‘testimony of Christian charity,’’ 
Avalos told the Southern Cross. 


He also said that as the victims’ lives 
begin to normalize Gente Nueva is 
delivering unprepared food to the 
families. They will continue to help 
people until the economic situation in 


Mexico improves. The emphasis now is 
on helping people find jobs. Avalaos 
predicted it would take about three years 
for things to get back to normal in Mexico 
City. 


GENTE NUEVA plans to bring 
together those who have been helping

Liturgy committee to study Tridentine 


CINCINNATI (NC) — The National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops’ 
Committee on the Liturgy, headed by 
Archbishop Daniel E. Pilarczyk of 
Cincinnati, will survey U.S. dioceses 
about local use of the Tridentine Mass. 


In 1984 Pope John Paul II restored 
permission in certain conditions for use of 
the Tridentine rite. The rite, originally 
established in the 16th century, was 
named after the Council of Trent, which 
mandated a reform of liturgy and 
development of a single, uniform Latin 
Mass for use in the Western church. 


THE TRIDENTINE Mass

replaced by the new form of the Mass 
instituted after the Second Vatican 
Council. 


The NCCB study should be completed 
by November, Father John Gurrieri, 
executive director for the Committee on 
the Liturgy, said in an interview with the 
Catholic Telegraph, Cincinnati arch- 
diocesan weekly.

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Biblical renewal sparked 


concern for many issues

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Church 
officials worldwide are preparing to assess 
the impact of the Second Vatican Council 
at a time when Catholic authorities dis- 
agree over whether applications of its 
teachings have been generally good or 
bad. An extraordinary Synod of Bishops, 
scheduled by Pope John Paul II for Nov. 
24-Dec. 8, is to be the forum for a study of 
how the council teachings have been 
applied in the past two decades. 


Biblical renewal 


‘“Access to sacred Scripture ought to be 
open wide to the Christian faithful,”’ 
decreed the Second Vatican Council in 
1965 in Dei Verbum, the Dogmatic 
Constitution on Divine Revelation. 


In the 20 years since then, the simple 
statement has helped reinstall the Bible as 
the centerpiece of Catholic life from which 
springs not only its theology, but also its 
worship, spirituality, and social-action 
endeavors. 


THE CONSTITUTION and its 
emphasis on promoting bible reading also 
show how the documents and issues of 
Vatican II have cross-fertilized each 
other. 


One of the greatest ways in which the 
Bible has been made accessible to 
Catholics is through the liturgical reforms 
authorized by the council’s Sacrosanctum 
Concilium, the Constitution on the 
Sacred Liturgy, which allowed Mass in 
the vernacular and reordered bible 
readings so that a more representative 
sample of the Bible is presented during 
the liturgical year. It also asked that 
homilies be scripture-based. 


The Constitution on Divine Revelation 


has helped ecumenism because _ it 
encourages joint Catholic-Protestant 
translations of the Bible. 


SOCIAL ACTION work and active 
lay participation in church life have been 
sparked, especially in Latin America, by 
the formation of lay groups that study the 
Bible, then seek to apply its teachings to 
the problems around them. 


The council’s impact on knowledge of 
the Bible has been ‘‘marvelous, 
extraordinary,’’ said Spanish Jesuit 
Father Luis Alonso-Schokel. 


Father Alonso-Schokel is a scripture 
professor at Rome’s Gregorian 
University and has written commentaries 
on the divine revelation document for 
anthologies on Vatican II. 


**I WAS 42 years old when the council 
started, so I know the lack of Bible 
orientation before the council,’’ he told 
National Catholic News Service. 


“‘T was in the Jesuits 10 years before 
they gave me a Bible to read. We didn’t 
even have one in the library,’’ he said. 


Father Alonso-Schokel said he was 
given his first Bible as a Jesuit when he 
was at the theology level in the seminary, 
prior to being ordained. 


THE MOST popular approach to 
making the Bible available has been 
through the introduction of the 
vernacular — the language of the local 
people — in the liturgy, he said. 

Father Alonso-Schokel said he has been 
enthused about the postconciliar diffusion 
of the Bible and its widespread 
acceptance. ‘‘In Latin America there has 
been popular acceptance. The resistance 
has come from the numerically small 
upper class because the Bible is 


demanding with its message of social 
justice,’’ he said. 

“The most active church groups in 
Latin America and in Spain use the Bible 
as their central focus,’’ he added. 


FATHER ALONSO-SCHOKEL 
cited Latin America’s growth of basic 
Christian communities, groups of lay 
people formed around Bible readings. 
““The readings of the Bible have provoked 
reaction against alcoholism, ‘machismo’ 
and family breakdowns,” he said. 


Bible reading also has led to a concern 
for social issues and, in some cases, to 
persecution by government authorities 
fearful of political opposition, he said. 


The growth of such basic Christian 
communities, however, also has caused 
problems for the Church. Pope John Paul 
often has warned Latin American bishops 
to make sure that these groups do not turn 
into partisan political movements nor 
adopt partisan political ideologies as the 
basis of their social-action work. 


IN THE UNITED States, Scripture 
has been the core of church renewal 
movements. In his pre-synod report, 
Bishop Malone cited such movements as 
charismatic renewal and Marriage 
Encounter and said they have ‘‘helped 
many persons acquire new attitudes and 
insights.”’ 

Pope John Paul has praised interfaith 
bible translations as an importa . 
ecumenical evangelization effort. 


The efforts of interfaith groups have led 
to the translation of the Bible into 160 
languages, the pope told a group of bible 
scholars. He expressed hope that joint 


translations “‘lead to a fruitful rediscovery 


of our common origins.’’

FOR FATHER Alonso-Schokel, the 
key need now is to develop structured 
bible-reading groups in more countries. 


Priests need to develop pastoral 
initiatives that attract people to such 
groups.

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II has beatified a Dutch priest- 
journalist who died in a German concen- 

tration camp during World War II. 
The Nov. 3 beatification of Carmelite 
Father Titus Brandsma, who died in the 
camp at Dachau, Germany, in 1942, 


highlighted the weekend in which the 


pope also offered Mass for his 
predecessors, met with members of a 
religious order celebrating the 150th 
anniversary of its foundation, and recited 
the rosary over Vatican Radio. 


THE POPE beatified Father 
Brandsma before thousands of Carmelites 
and Dutch pilgrims who traveled to Rome 
to honor the priest. A Carmelite spokes- 
man said Father Brandsma was the first 
journalist beatified in the Church. 


The pope recalled the sufferings of 
Father Brandsma at Dachau, describing 
the Nazi concentration camp system as 
“‘the shameful stain of our century,’’ and 
said the priest loved his enemies. 

“*Not to respond to hatred with hatred, 
but with love is perhaps one of. the 
greatest tests of a man’s moral force,’’ the

discovery of a 17th century Spanish 
mission when workers unearthed human 
bones. 


pope said in his homily. 

FATHER BRANDSMA was‘ first 
imprisoned in the Netherlands. He was ill 
when he entered Dachau. He died 67 
days later, July 26, 1942, in a camp 
hospital after being severely beaten and 
injected with a lethal drug. He was 61. 


The nurse who administered the 
injection “‘testified later to always 
recalling the priest’s countenance’’ and 
the fact that he had compassion for her, 
the pope said. 

Relatives of the priest, World War II 
political prisoners, and representatives of 
educational and journalistic associations 
participated in the Mass in St. Peter’s 
Basilica. The basilica was resplendent 
with flowers sent by the Dutch national 
florists’ organization. 


_ FATHER BRANDSMA’s arrest in 
1942 at his monastery in Nijmegen, the 
Netherlands, came shortly after he 
collected written pledges from the 
nation’s Catholic newspaper editors to 
refuse to print Nazi propaganda. The 
pledge said the newspapers would not 
print statements on the pro-Nazi Dutch 
National Socialist Party lest the news-

Maria, one of many established in the 
16th and 17th centuries to convert local 
Indians to Christianity, to produce food 
for export, and to protect Spanish 
holdings from other colonial powers.

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papers “‘not be considered Catholic 
anymore”’ and ‘“‘perish in dishonor.”’ 


Father Brandsma had lectured and 
made radio statements against the Nazis 
even before German troops invaded the 
Netherlands in May 1940. 


The pope, who was active in anti-Nazi 
resistance in Poland as a youth during 
World War II, also praised Father 
Brandsma during his noontime Angelus 
talk in St. Peter’s Square. 


HE SAID Father Brandsma’s life was 
a witness to the Gospel and that all 
persons are called to do the same in their 
own way. He said the extraordinary 
Synod of Bishops, Nov. 24-Dec. 8, was 
called to help strengthen that witness. 


The day after the beatification, the 
pope underscored Father Brandsma’s 
“obedience to the successor of the 
apostles and to the bishops’’ and his 
“‘total conviction of the need for a 
teaching and press that are truly Catholic, 
unwavering in their struggle against an 
ideology that erodes principles of faith 
and morals.’’

One viewer, who identified himself as a 
biblical counselor, said he left the 
Catholic Church eight years ago for an 
‘“teyangelical church that preached the 
Word.’’ Impressed with Ralph Martin’s 
teaching, he said he wanted to be 
‘‘educated’’ about the Catholic Church so 
he can help his Catholic clients. 


“NINETY-EIGHT PERCENT of 
the callers are strongly supportive of the 
programs,’ Leon said. A few ridicule the 
speakers; others are ‘‘missionaries trying 
to convert Catholics.”’ 


Monthly operating costs of the TV 
ministry are between $10,000 and 
$12,000. To date, donations have barely 
met the expenses. 


DCRC hoped the Oct.15 fund-raiser 
featuring the Celebrant Singers would net 
over $10,000. Proceeds were only $2,500. 


HOWEVER, LEON believes that

Preaching to the Pygmies 


If anything could be symbolic of missionary work it is surely 
‘‘preaching to the Pygmies.’’ The people of the Central African 
Republic have had the Gospel preached to them for nearly 90 years, 


with significant success. 


The tiny country, land-locked in the heart of the enormous 
African continent, has only 2.8 million people. But Catholic 
missionaries have seen steady progress until today there are 420,000 
Catholics, or 17 percent of the population. Protestants number 
155,000 and Muslims 100,000. The remainder follow traditional 


animist religions. 


There are now 220 priests, three permanent deacons, 57 brothers, 
285 religious women, assisted by 2,527 lay catechists. Most of the 
priests are missionaries, with only 28 native priests so far. The 
picture today is cautiously hopeful. Seminaries are full, vocations to 
religious life are flourishing, but ‘‘perseverance is weak’’ in the 
words of a recent report issued at the time of the Pope’s visit a few 


months ago. 


Nationalization of schools has not helped and although religion is 


not curtailed, it is not helped.

Catholic school children attend 
classes in funeral homes

HAMTRAMCK, Mich. (NC) — 


Parochial school children in Hamtramck, 
Mich., are attending remedial classes in 
funeral homes because their teachers are 
not allowed to provide instruction in 
Catholic schools. 


Funeral homes are just an example of 
the “‘bizarre sites’? being used as class- 
rooms after the Supreme Court ruled that 
public school teachers may not provide 
instruction on private school property, 
said Mercy Sister Monica Kostielney, 
executive vice president for public affairs 
of the Michigan Catholic Conference in 
Lansing. 

BROKERAGE FIRM offices, store- 
fronts, homes, and firehouses have been 
considered as neutral sites where public 
school classrooms are not available 
nearby, Sister Kostielney said in an 
October interview. A Catholic school on 
the Chesapeake Bay in Maryland even 
considered holding classes on a yacht. 


Elementary and high school students 
from St. Florian’s, Our Lady Queen of 
Apostles, and St. Ladislaus in Ham- 
tramck in-the Archdiocese of Detroit 
attend classes at funeral homes across the 
streets from the schools. 


“Funeral homes sound gruesome,”’ 
said Oblate Father David Franco, Detroit 
archdiocesan superintendent of schools, 
‘“‘but given the stupidity of the whole 
situation, I’d rather have them walk 
across the street than go to public 
schools.’’ 


FATHER FRANCO said he is 
opposed to sending parochial school 
children to public schools for remedial 
classes ‘‘because the parents chose not to 
send their kids to the public schools. 
Where’s the freedom of choice?’’ 


“As soon as our students have to walk 
out the door, equity goes out the window. 
Our students are second-class citizens’’ as 
a result of the ruling, said Father Franco. 


In July the Supreme Court struck 
down educational programs in New York 
City and Grand Rapids, Mich., that 
allowed public school teachers to teach 
some classes in private schools, many of 
them Catholic. The court said the 
programs violated the First Amendment 
ban on government establishment of 
religion. 


THE DECISION forced public and 
private school systems throughout the 
country to search out neutral sites for 
remedial classes funded through Chapter 
I of the Education Consolidation and 
Improvement Act. Chapter I (formerly 
Title I) helps educationally disadvantaged 
students.. : 


“‘T heard that someplace was 
considering a Methodist church,’’ Sister 
Kostielney said, until it was pointed out 
that a church would hardly be considered 
a neutral site under the Supreme Court 
ruling. 

“Richard Duffy, U.S. Catholic 
Conference (USCC) representative for 


federal assistance, said that although 
classes have begun in most public schools, 
most private school children are _not 
attending remedial classes. 


DUFFY SAID the USCC Federal 
Assistance Advisory Committee passed a 
resolution urging Catholic diocesan 
superintendents and state Catholic 
conference personnel to file formal 
complaints at the local,. state, and federal 
levels if their parochial school students do 
not begin receiving the services by: mid- 
November. 


Even when the students are receiving 
the remedial classes they must take time 
out from class to walk or be bused to the 
public schools or neutral sites. ‘“The kids 
who can least afford it are spending their 
time going back and forth’’ between 
buildings, Duffy said. 


Students.at Our Lady Star of the Sea in 
Solomons, Md., were almost confronted 
with another kind of transportation 
problem — seasickness. 


PATRICK CANAN, deputy 
superintendent of schools for the 
Washington, D.C. Archdiocese, in which 
the Maryland town is located, said he 
suggested using a yacht for classes ‘‘as a 
kind of a joke’’ because the school is on a 
peninsula between the Susquehanna 
River and the Chesapeake Bay. 


Schools in the Washington, D.C., 
archdiocese have found a variety of ways 
to cope with the ruling, Canan said.

NEW YORK (NC) — Messages with 
heart are what television entertainment is 
all about. Usually, however, they are a 
little more subtle than the episode of 
‘‘Cagney and Lacey,’’ airing Monday, 
Nov. 11, 10-11 p.m. on CBS. 


The Emmy-award winning series has 
earned high ratings with its positive 
portrayal of two working women as top 
professionals in the New York Police 
Department. The last such show to have 
accomplished this was the long-running 
sitcom with Mary Tyler Moore in a 
Minneapolis newsroom. 


THE LATEST assignment for this 
team of policewomen has to do with the 
bombing of an abortion clinic. Before the 
episode is five minutes long seasoned 
viewers will realize that the program is 
setting them up for an_ educational 
message — in this case that abortion is a 
woman’s legal right, that pro-life groups 
have the right to protest against the law, 
but that no one has the right to interfere 
with her decision. 


Usually such a scenario is presented in 
a ‘“‘rights-in-conflict’’ format where both 
sides of a controversial issue are given 
equal weight, whether the issue is 
freedom of speech, civil rights, gun 
control, or giving sanctuary to refugees. 
This kind of balance helps the credibility 
of the dramatization by investing the 
viewer’s sympathies in both sides of the 
question and in that way learning about 
some of the complexities of the 
controversy. 


This episode, scripted by Judy Merl 
and Paul Eric Meyers, makes the mistake 
of manipulating the sympathies of the 
viewer against the show’s pro-life 
characters in favor of its pro-abortion 
proponents. This becomes the 
unmistakable object of the show and one 
that pro-life supporters will find 
objectionable. 


THE PROGRAM’S central focus is 
on the fire-bombing of an abortion clinic 
in which an old vagrant is killed. The 
program ties the earlier picketing of the 
clinic by an anti-abortion group to the 
bombing. Although the leader of this

group (Fionnula Flanagan) consistently 
denies any connection — making clear 
that such violence directly contradicts 
everything pro-life people stand for — the 
program heavy-handedly suggests that 
this is the logical outcome of ‘‘inciting’’ 
moral outrage against ‘‘baby killers.’ 


The pro-life case is stated but with little 
conviction by characters who are 
anything but warm and friendly. In 
contrast, thé pro-abortion characters are 


- all nice people who love kids and talk 


about ‘‘pro-choice’’ as if it were a health 
tonic. 


The best thing about the ‘‘Cagney and 
Lacey’’ series is the rapport between the 
dark-haired, down-to-earth Lacey (Tyne 
Daly) and the blonde, hot-tempered 
Cagney (Sharon Gless). Here the 
dynamics are a bit obvious in the 
contrivances for the sake of the plot. 


LACEY, PREGNANT with her third 
child, says she is a happy woman because 
she aborted an unwanted pregnancy 
when she was 19. Cagney says that her 
Catholic upbringing makes it hard for her 
to accept abortion, that it ‘‘doesn’t feel 


right to me.’’ This is about the closest the 
show comes to any sense of the moral 
dimension and its human reality. 


Directed by the veteran Alexander 
Singer, the program is certainly well- 
crafted on all elements of production. 
However, in making an_ ideological 
statement in favor of abortion and birth 
control, the program is taking unfair 
advantage of its loyal fans, many of whom 
are good Catholics and deserved better. 


‘The Unknown Soldier’ 


There couldn’t be a more appropriate 
program to commemorate Veterans Day 
than ‘“‘The Unknown Soldier,’’ a 
documentary airing Monday, Nov. 11, 
10-11 p.m. on PBS. 


The program briefly tells the history of 
the four crypts at the Tomb of the 
Unknowns in Arlington National 
Cemetery, each containing the 
unidentified remains of an American who 
fell in the two world wars, Korea and 
Vietnam. This being the 40th anniversary 
of the victory ending World War II, the 
documentary centers on the more than 


78,000 Americans listed as missing in 
action. 


REPRESENTING THOSE many 
thousands are six MIAs whose life stories 
are told through interviews with family 
members, childhood friends, and those 
who fought with them. Shown also is 
combat footage of the battles in which 
they were lost as well as their own 
personal letters and mementos. 


In remembering the sacrifice of these 
particular individuals and the additional 
pain on their families because they have 
never been laid to rest, this program is a 
thoughtful, somber, moving tribute to all 
those who fell during the war and a 
reminder of what is owed their memory. 


Narrated with sincere feeling by Jason 
Robards, the program was written, 
produced, and directed by Carol L. 
Fleisher. 


‘River Journeys’ 

British journalist William Shawcross 
takes viewers up the Mekong River from 
southern Vietnam through Cambodia 
and Thailand on the second program in 
the ‘‘River Journeys’’ series, airing 
Wednesday, Nov. 13, 8-9 p.m. on PBS. 

The journey starts in Ho Chi Minh 
City, the former Saigon, with Shawcross 
blaming the North Vietnamese for 
turning the country into a police state. 
Nor is he any friendlier toward the 
Americans and what they did to Vietnam. 


SHAWCROSS GENUINELY likes 
and respects the Vietnamese people, and 
this, rather than the river, is the focus 
during the boat ride up the Mekong. 
After the tragic history of Cambodia 
under the Khmer Rouge is retold, the trip 
ends happily in Thailand, a prosperous 
Westernized country with prosperous, 


happy people. 


Although there is some glorious nature 
photography, the Mekong is littered with 
sunken ships and concrete redoubts. It is 
a river that has political meaning for 
Americans, and this program provides a 
provocative look at what has been going 
on in that part of the world since 1975. 


Today’s ‘R’ movies once were considered soft porn 


LOS ANGELES (NC) — In the minds 
of many movie-goers, R-rated movies 
today contain subject matter that used to 
be considered soft core pornography, said 
Conventual Franciscan Father Bruce 
Ritter. 

Father Ritter, founder of the New 
York-based Covenant House for runaway 
and exploited children, commented on 
the movie ratings during a hearing in Los 
Angeles by the U.S. Attorney General’s 
Commission on Pornography. 


THE PRIEST is one of 11 members of 
the commission, named in May to study 
the effects of pornography and_ to 
recommend measures to control its 
production and distribution. 


Among those testifying before the 
commission at the October hearing was 
Jack Valenti, president of the Motion 
Picture Association of America. 


Father Ritter said that ‘‘the sensuality 
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between movies rated PG-13,

“‘narrowed perceptively.’’ 


VALENTI CALLED ‘‘correct’’ the 
perception that movies. rated ‘‘R’’ 10 
years might now be rated PG-13. 


““We can look back to 1963 and a 
picture like ‘Midnight Cowboy’ that was 
rated X — I’d probably give it a PG-13 
now,”’ he said. . 


The PG-13 rating cautions parents to 
give special guidance for attendance of 
children under 13. 


AN R rating restricts attendance of 
children under 17 unless they are 
accompanied by an adult. A movie rated 


X means no one under 17 can be 
admitted. 

Ratings have changed because the 
_movie industry ‘‘can’t have sterner 


standards’’ than those that guide ‘‘other 
delivery systems,’’ said Valenti. 

What the public sees on television and 
finds on bookshelves ‘‘we didn’t see 15 
years ago,’ Valenti said. 

FATHER RITTER said the film 
industry seems “‘to resist establishing any 
criteria at all’? for what a rating system 
should include. 

‘In five years will we see explicit sexual 
behavior in an R-rated film?’’ the priest 
asked. 

According to Valenti, language helps 
define the line between ratings. Any four- 
letter sexual words push a film into the R 
category, he said. 

“We do not: allow explicit sex you 
would see in a soft core or hard core 
(pornographic) film,’’ Valenti said. 


Extension offers program on pastoral 


CHICAGO (NC) — The Catholic 
Church Extension Society has sponsored 
a second half-hour TV program on the 
U.S. bishops’ still-developing pastoral on 
the economy. 


Titled ‘“The Teaching Church II,’’ the 
program analyzes the teaching and 
pastoral roles of bishops against back- 
drops ranging from Harlem tenements to 
farms facing bankruptcy and from Wall 
Street trading to closed-down factories. 


The program, offered free to broad- 
casters and cable television systems, 
includes interviews with several bishops 
explaining the purpose of the pastoral and 
the values they hope to achieve through it. 


Extension said videocasettes of the 
program also are available for individual 
parish use at a cost of $25. 


Last January Extension sponsored a 
first program on the pastoral, which was 
used by a number of cable television 
stations and dioceses. 

A first draft of the economy pastoral 
was released in November 1984, and a 
second draft was issued in October 1985. 
Plans call for the bishops to debate and 
vote on a third and final document in 
1986. 


Extension is an 80-year-old funding 
organization for the Catholic home 
missions.
